A MAN who died after his car 
collided with a lorry on the 
Shropshire border last year 
had sent a text message to his 
partner saying he was falling 
asleep just minutes before he 
crashed, an inquest has heard. 

Piotr Andrzej Oleszkiewicz, 31, was 
killed instantly in the crash on No¬ 
vember 24 last year when he veered on 
to the wrong side of the A483 near the 
Halton Roundabout at Chirk, straight 
into the path of the Scania lorry 

At the inquest, held in Ruthin on Tuesday, 
coroner John Gittins heard Mr Oleszkiewicz had 
been travelling back to his home in Wrexham 
from Oswestry, where he worked at Aria Foods, 
following a 10-hour shift. 

When police examined his phone they found 
a message sent to his partner Alicja Kazojc at 
6.06pm, just seven minutes before the crash, 
saying “I’m falling asleep”. 

The coroner read out evidence from Ms Ka¬ 
zojc, who said she had noticed her partner would 
lose energy and need chocolate or an energy 
drink, and had complained about this more than 
once in the week leading up to the crash. 

Suffered 

In a written statement, lorry driver Jonathan 
Miller said he tried to avoid Mr Oleszkiewicz’s 
Peugeot 307 by moving towards the outside bar¬ 
rier, and even standing up in his cab to press 
down on the brakes. 

He said he only suffered minor injuries but 
has had to have counselling since the smash due 
to the “emotional scars”. 

He said: “I keep wondering if it could have 
been avoided but I don’t think there is anything 
I could do. It’s every driver’s worst nightmare.” 

A post-mortem examination revealed that Mr 
Oleszkiewicz died of head injuries suffered in 
the crash. 

It also revealed there was no underlying medi¬ 
cal condition which may have contributed to the 
crash, and found that although Mr Oleszkiewicz 
had alcohol in his system, he was well within the 
legal driving limit. 

Forensic collision investigator Richard Davies 
estimated that Mr Oleszkiewicz was travelling 
at 60mph on impact, while Mr Miller was doing 
between 34 and 50mph. 

He said if Mr Oleszkiewicz was suffering from 
sudden fatigue then it could have been exacer¬ 
bated by his drinking alcohol earlier in the day. 

He also said it was “highly likely” that text 
messages were sent and received while Mr 
Oleszkiewicz was driving. 

The coroner concluded Mr Oleszkiewicz died 
as a result of a road traffic collision. 

He said: “Perhaps lethargy or fatigue after a 
day’s work and a small drink had been a factor. 
It’s a further reminder to us about driving while 
tired and using phones. It’s a distraction which 
can have catastrophic consequences.” 


Water sight! Charity’s £10k boat project starts

VOLUNTEERS at a trust which runs canal 
trips for the elderly and disabled got an unu¬ 
sual view of one of their boats this week. 

Heulwen II, belonging to the Heulwen 
Trust in Welshpool, was craned out of the 
water yesterday so that it could undergo 
maintenance and repairs. 

The 70ft steel narrowboat was lifted clear of 
the canal at Heulwen Wharf and put into dry 
dock, where volunteers immediately got to 
work cleaning off the parts of the hull which 
are usually below the water line. 

Pat Ward, who is overseeing the repairs for 
the trust, said: “The boat has been lifted out 
for its first hull survey since it was built. As 
soon as possible after the lift-out, the hull will 
be scraped by trust volunteers and pressure 
washed in advance of a professional survey. 
One that had been carried out we will know 
the worst - any steelwork repairs likely to be 


needed, together with a probable engine re¬ 
placement or major overhaul.” 

Heulwen II was built by Cammel Laird in 
1993 and has been carrying passengers along 
the Montgomery Canal since then. 

Mr Ward said the work being done is the 
first major work to be carried out on the boat 
in 22 years, since it was built, and that it is 
likely to cost £10,000. It costs many thou¬ 
sands of pounds per year to run the two boats, 
including wages and maintenance,” he said. 

“It is getting increasingly hard to meet 
annual running costs, and this year we have 
the extra cost of the maintenance work, and 
so we’re particularly grateful to anyone who 
donates.” 

The charity was set up in 1975 when a 70ft 
canal boat - Heulwen - was commissioned and 
designed to carry disabled children. The boat 
was thought to be the first if its kind in the 


world. The trust was formed in 1985 and has 
been going from strength to strength since 
then with Heulwen II taking to the water in 
1993. A third boat, Heulwen III Silver Lady, 
which was built locally at Maesbury, replaced 
the original boat in 2009. 

Over the past 30 years the boats have pro¬ 
vided scenic trips for more than 63,000 people 
with disabilities through some of Wales’ most 
beautiful countryside. 

The trust’s main source of income is its an¬ 
nual Country and Western Musical Festival 
held in July in Welshpool each year, and needs 
donations to meet its running costs. 

The trust would like to hear from groups or 
individuals with disabilities or special needs 
who are interested in coming on board.

A 26-YEAR-OLD man involved in 
an accident in which a motorist 
was killed has been cleared of 
causing death by careless driv¬ 
ing. 

Robert Jones had denied the allega¬ 
tion and was found not guilty of being 
responsible for the death of 59-year- 
old Andrew Watkins by a jury at 
Shrewsbury Crown Court on Thurs¬ 
day last week. 

During a four-day trial the court heard 
that Jones’ VW Caddy van was in collision 
with Mr Watkins’ silver Peugeot on a series 
of tight bends on the A495 near Llanyblod- 
wel in April last year. 

Mr Watkins died instantly in the crash 
which happened a short distance from his 
home at Llansantffraid as he was taking his 
car for an MOT test at Chadds Garage in 
Porth-y-Waen. 

Jones, of Nant-y-Glyn, Llansantffraid, 
was travelling in the opposite direction 
and it was claimed his vehicle had strayed 
across the solid white lines on a bend near a 
railway bridge. However, Jones had told po¬ 
lice in interviews, and told the jury during 
his trial, that he believed he had remained 
on his side of the road. 

He said that the Peugeot car had “ap¬ 
peared quickly” and he recalled hearing a 
bang and his air bag going off. 

Defence witness Dr Darren Walsh, an ex¬ 
pert in forensic analysis of road traffic acci¬ 
dents, told the court his study of the scene 
indicated that the impact between the two 
vehicles was “a split second” earlier than 
suggested by police accident investigators. 

In his opinion, scuff marks made by the 
damaged front wheel of the VW Caddy van 
put the sideways impact between the vehi¬ 
cles either on the double white lines, or just 
inside the van’s side of the road. 

The prosecution had alleged that van had 
crossed the double lines, causing the acci¬ 
dent in which its front offside wheel struck 
the rear offside wheel of the car. As a result 
the Peugeot lost its rear wheel and rotated 
clockwise and hit the nearside verge. 

Mr Nicholas Tatlow, prosecuting, said 
the Peugeot then struck a road sign which 
caused it to hip over on to its roof. Mr Wat¬ 
kins was found upside down being held in 
by his seat belt. 

The court heard that had the car not hit 
the road sign, Mr Watkins may have sur¬ 
vived the crash.

Firefighters 
set for major 
training task 

UP to 35 fire fighters from the north 
of the county will be dealing with a 
huge fire at Oswestry’s Mile Oak In¬ 
dustrial Estate next week. 

The ‘fire’ will see people having 
to be rescued from a smoke-logged 
building as part of a major training 
exercise to test the reactions of Shrop¬ 
shire’s on-call firefighters. 

At 7pm on November 11, fire ap¬ 
pliances from stations in Oswestry, 
Baschurch, Wem and Ellesmere will 
converge on the 12,000 sq ft site of 
CV Rollers on the industrial estate in 
response to a 999 fire call. 

They will don breathing apparatus 
to search the premises after a roll-call 
reveals a number of people are miss¬ 
ing. The scenario has been devised by 
officers at Shropshire Fire and Rescue 
Service to test the skills of firefight¬ 
ers who will have to quickly assess 
on-site hazards, access the building 
safely and rescue trapped or seriously 
injured victims. 

Retained support officer Simon 
Griffiths, a Whitchurch firefighter for 
37 years, said such training exercises 
were vital to test the skills of firefight¬ 
ers in readiness for ‘the real thing’. 
“This exercise is designed to assess 
our competence in several areas in¬ 
cluding incident command, possi¬ 
ble hazardous materials response, 
the rescue of several casualties, fire 
ground communications and breath¬ 
ing apparatus procedures,” he said. 

Handbag taken 
in house raid 

A HANDBAG and baby changing bag 
were taken by thieves in one of bur¬ 
glaries in the Oswestry area. 

The first happened at a home in 
Baytree Avenue in St Martins at 
some point between 2am and 3am 
last Tuesday.

Sentencing due on 
man in blade case 

A WELSHPOOL man will be sen¬ 
tenced later this month after being 
convicted of possessing a bladed arti¬ 
cle by magistrates. 

Patrick Garner, 47, had denied the 
charge but was found guilty at Welsh¬ 
pool Magistrates Court yesterday. 

He had also disputed a charge of 
theft by finding of US$750 and £55. 
While he had admitted taking the dol¬ 
lars, he had denied taking the sterling 
cash, but magistrates found against 
him after a short hearing. 

Garner, of Oldford Rise, Welshpool, 
had previously admitted a string of 
other offences: two charges of pos¬ 
session of amphetamine, driving 
while disqualified, driving without 
insurance, six counts of making a 
false statement to get insurance, and 
a failure to surrender. The case was 
adjourned for a pre-sentence report 
to be prepared and Garner will be 
sentenced on November 24.

A CARE homes operator that has 
run up debts of £500 million to¬ 
day gave assurances that there 
is not threat to any of its residen¬ 
tial centres, including one near 
Oswestry. 

Meadowbrook Care Home in Gobow- 
en is run by the troubled care giant 
Four Seasons. 

But company spokesman Bob Mitchell 
today said none of its homes were at risk of 
closure, and that there would be no impact 
on the services that they provide. 

The home provides residential care for 
up to 79 people with special nursing needs, 
including those living with dementia and 
associated illnesses. It was described as 
“requiring improvement” in a Care Qual¬ 
ity Commission report which was published 
in February. 

Payment 

Four Seasons, which is owned by private 
equity group Terra Firma, has 470 homes 
across the UK. Four Seasons has until De¬ 
cember to make a £26 million interest pay¬ 
ment to creditors who could otherwise put 
it into administration. 

Mr Mitchell said it was a difficult time 
for the care industry, but said the company 
was not looking at closing any of its care 
homes. 

“The group has got sufficient medi¬ 
um-term financial flexibility, and we are 
carrying out a review to further enhance 
financial liquidity,” he said. “There is no 
scenario we can envisage that would have 
an impact on any of our care homes.” 

Mr Mitchell said the care industry as a 
whole, both residential and providers of 
care in the home, were struggling due to 
a combination of government cuts to social 
care budgets, and the increase in the min¬ 
imum wage announced in the last Budget. 

He said the industry would be waiting 
to here from the Chancellor in his Autumn 
Statement about whether more money 
would be made available to the sector to 
cope with rising costs. 

Meadowbrook was found to be “requir¬ 
ing improvement” in all four categories 
in which it was assessed during an unan¬ 
nounced visit by inspectors last year. 

The home was described as being “not 
safe” and inspectors said there were not 
enough staff on duty. 


Farm in luxury 
camping scheme 

A FARM near Oswestry is is hop¬ 
ing to create a luxury ‘glamping’ 
site with 10 yurts and a barn which 
would be suitable for wedding recep¬ 
tions. 

Katrina and Steve Boydon, who 
run Tanycoed Farm in Llansilin, put 
up three removable Mongolian yurts 
in a summer trial run, and now want 
to put up a total of 10 yurts. 

Mrs Boyden said: “We would very 
much like to go ahead with our yurt 
glamping site and further expand 
the business into tent camping and 
a wedding and event venue, and gen¬ 
eral opinion is that the site is perfect 
for a rural wedding venue.” 

The plans have been submitted to 
Shropshire Council and a decision is 
expected before the end of the year. 

Man, 71, in £ll6k 
vat fraud case 

A MAN has been charged with a 
£116,000 VAT fraud. 

Defendant Adrian Vaughan Jones, 
71, of White Church Gardens in 
Chirk, appeared at Flintshire Mag¬ 
istrates Court in Mold on Tuesday. 
He faces three charges of being con¬ 
cerned in the fraudulent evasion of 
VAT, going back to 2006. He was 
bailed to appear next week at Mold 
Crown Court.

Man launched knife attack

A MAN has gone on trial for attempted murder amid allegations that 
he launched a frenzied knife attack upon his partner after she told 
him to leave and was in the process of packing his bags.

Prosecuting barrister Mark Connor said 
the attack had followed an argument. 

Mr Connor said Jones accused her of 
being drunk and of insulting him the previ¬ 
ous evening, but she said he had overheard 
her referring to a TV programme. He said 
Jones then accused her of not paying back 
some money and became very angry. 

“He then grabbed her around the throat 
and pushed her up against the hall cup¬ 
board and punched her to the mouth while 
choking her,” Mr Connor said. “He threat¬ 
ened to get some of his friends to beat her 
up and said that he was going to petrol 
bomb her flat.” 

Mr Connor said she managed to run 
to her mother’s house nearby, and when 
Jones followed she told him the relation¬ 
ship was over. She then went back to her 
flat to pack his belongings. 

“He begged her for another chance but 
when he realised that she was serious he 
lost control, dragged her on to her bed and 
started to choke her so that she could not 
breathe,” Mr Connor told the jury. 

“He was screaming at her that she would 
not see her daughter again, which was a 
clear indication of his intention. She made 
a run towards the bedroom door but he 
prevented her from leaving and then began 
to lunge towards her making slashing and 
stabbing movements. 

“She did not see a knife but became 
aware that she was being stabbed.” 

He added that Jones discarded the knife 
in the kitchen while the victim ran from the 
house screaming. The victim suffered six 
wounds consistent with the use of a knife, 
three to her abdomen and three to her arm. 

Mr Connor said: “The three wounds to 
the abdomen had the potential to prove 
life-threatening and it is fortuitous that the 
wounds were not deeper.” 

Jones was arrested the following day at 
an address in Wrexham. 

The trial before Judge Rhys Rowlands 
continues.

His savouries are 
already selling well, with frequent queues 
outside the window hatch at lunchtimes. 

He arrived in the Oswestry area five 
years ago working at a veterinary assistant. 

When the job disappeared he decided to 
try to fulfil his long-held dream of opening 


a bakery. “My family ran a patisserie in 
Turin for 35 years and my mother taught 
me to cook,” he said. “I worked there until 
I had to join the army.” 

Mr Vittore left Italy at the age of 21 and 
has lived all over Europe. 

“I wanted to buy my own premises but I 
could not get the finances. The banks told 
me I did not have enough deposit to get a 
mortgage. Then I walked past these empty 
kitchens attached to the pub and thought, ‘I 
could run my business from here.’ So I went 
into the pub and asked if I could rent out 
the kitchens. Now Italiano Vero is open.” 

“I am looking forward to developing the 
business into a patisserie, something that is 
usually only found in big cities.”

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Patients still waiting for 
treatment after 52 weeks

PATIENTS are still waiting longer than a year for treatment at Shrop¬ 
shire’s orthopaedic hospital, a meeting heard. 

At the end of September there were three patients who had been waiting for treatment 
at the hospital for more than 52 weeks. Two of those patients were from England while 
one was from Wales, and all three have appointment dates for November. Some of these 
patients have elected to wait because of other commitments, board members of the trust 
that runs Oswestry Orthopaedic Hospital were told. 

Steve Vaughan, interim director of operations at the hospital, speaking at a trust board 
meeting last week, said: “Some of the delay is about choice and some is capacity. 
- Some patients have chosen to wait a

Dave happy 
to complete 
challenge 

A MAN who spent 12 days foraging for 
food as he travelled by horse and cart from 
Shropshire to Dolgellau and back has cele¬ 
brated completing his challenge by having 
a cooked breakfast and a hot cup of coffee. 

Dave Ellis, from Oswestry, took on the 
journey to raise funds for the Oswestry Or¬ 
thopaedic Hospital’s Bone Cancer Centre 
Appeal. He aimed to make £600 but, with 
money still coming in, the final tally is set 
to smash £1,500. 

The 65-year-old was raising funds in 
memory of his late wife Chris, who died of 
bone cancer on New Year’s Eve 2013. 

He dreamed up his “living off the land” 
challenge as an adventure with his much¬ 
loved horse Cobby Lad. 

He said: “During the course of the trip it 
almost became a way of life. 

“I’ve had some meat that we found as 
roadkill, like hedgehog and squirrel, but 
I’ve mostly lived off the land, foraging for 
things like nettles, hawthorns and dande¬ 
lion roots. 

“I’d wake up some mornings to find 
things like potatoes and carrots had been 
left for me, and apples for Cobby.” 

While Mr Ellis avoided any shop-bought 
food or drink during the journey, he did 
allow his horse a treat or two along the 
way. He said: “I stayed off all alcohol dur¬ 
ing the trip as you need to be totally alert 
to drive the horse and cart, but Cobby has 
always enjoyed a pint; and on the trip he 
did have a couple of ciders.” 


long period of time for their surgery. For 
example, if a patient would say, ‘No I don’t 
want it until January because I’m out of 
the country,’ we can’t remove that time pe¬ 
riod from their wait. 

“There may be a larger than comfortable 
number of waiters for us to manager over 
the next few months, but there is a change 
coming as we change our policies.” 

At the end of September, there were also 
473 patients on the English waiting list 
with waiting times of longer than 18 weeks, 
with 380 of those patients waiting for sur¬ 
gical procedures. 

In addition to the English waiting list, 
there are 260 Welsh patients who have 
waited more than 36 weeks and 44 patients 
on the list who were transferred from 
Welsh providers with current waiting times 
of over 52 weeks. 

English health trusts incur financial pen¬ 
alties of up to £5,000 per month for each 
patient waiting longer than 52 weeks, but 
these are handed out on a case-by-case 
basis, so patients who choose to delay their 
treatment may not incur penalties. Welsh 
long waiting-patients do not incur any 
fines. 

Meanwhile, hospital chiefs have praised 
staff for their efforts during a recent in¬ 
spection by the Care Quality Commission. 

Inspectors visited the hospital for three 
days in September and then carried out a 
surprise extra visit a week later. 

Frank Collins, chairman of the board 
of directors at Robert Jones and Agnes 
Hunt Orthopaedic Hospital NHS Founda¬ 
tion Trust, said he wanted to express his 
appreciation for the way the hospital staff 
presented themselves and the organisation 
during the inspection. 

John Grinnell, acting chief executive of 
the trust board, said: “There were some 
areas of focus highlighted which we are 
working on now, but the whole thing went 
really well. We await the inspection report 
now, which is likely to be published in draft 
form before Christmas.”

TOWN 


I once vowed to never to put 
her name in print but I am com¬ 
pelled to condemn a once-re¬ 
spected newspaper for employ¬ 
ing Katie Hopkins (there, done it). 

The Mail this week plunged to 
new depths by offering column 
inches to the attention-seeking 
Ms Hopkins, who is loosely de¬ 
scribed on Wikipedia as a Brit¬ 
ish television personality and 
columnist. Heavily criticised for 
her outspoken comments on 
anything from migrants to clas- 
sism and racism, she is making 
a small fortune by appearing 
cheap chat shows. 

But The Mail this week proved 
how desperate they are for sales 
by allowing her to voice her odi¬ 
ous opinions. If sales go up, Ms 
Hopkins will be hailed, as will be 
the brave editor who employed 
her. If sales fall, she will be shuf¬ 
fled back to The Sun and there 
may be a vacant editor’s chair. 

Is the British newspaper in¬ 
dustry in such a perilous state 
that owners are prepared to 
back such drastic action as em¬ 
ploying Katie Hopkins (there, I 
mentioned her again)? It would 
appear so when such a trusted 
journal stoops so low. 

There is no doubt that the in¬ 
dustry is in decline with readers 
grasping instant news rather 
than stepping out to buy a paper. 

This week I was invited on the 
Jason Mohammad show on Ra¬ 
dio Wales, alongside media guru 
and former Daily Mirror editor 
Roy Greenslade to discuss the 
future of newspapers in Wales. 

The debate followed reve¬ 
lations that Trinity Mirror had 
bought rival newspaper group 
Local World for £200 million- a 
move which could lead to job 
losses and the merger of several 
respected regional newspapers. 

We agreed that the takeover 
was bad news for journalism 
while making financial sense for 
newspaper owners. Competi¬ 
tion is key to quality and without 
such competition you have to 
fear for the type of journalism we 
will be offered. More Katie Hop- 
kins-style drivel, I fear. 

It’s great to see so many 
companies and individuals in 
Oswestry getting behind The 
Chronicle’s We Mean Business 
campaign, which has really cap¬ 
tured the imagination of the area. 

Oswestry is blessed with many 
thriving businesses, led by entre¬ 
preneurs who are determined to 
leave a mark. And I was delight¬ 
ed this week to see firm Chron¬ 
icle supporters GWR Fasteners 
gain even more recognition. 

The company formed by 
Gary and Jude Robinson won a 
much-deserved manufacturing 
achievement gong in the pres¬ 
tigious Made in the Midlands 
Awards.

County's history remains 
at risk, experts warn 



Shropshire's heritage is 
under threat, experts have 
warned. LUCY TODMAN 
finds out more. 


IT is a risk that continues to 
grow - 98 Shropshire historic 
sites, including an iconic prop¬ 
erty on the edge of Oswestry, 
which are considered under 
threat. 

On the list is Oswestry’s historic 
Brogyntyn Hall - although develop¬ 
ers are currently pursuing a project 
of redevelopment of the surrounding 
estate which will pave the way to the 
home being saved. 

Although there is an expectation that 
Brogyntyn Hall will be safe for the fu¬ 
ture, in the last year 13 sites other sites 
in Shropshire have been added to the ‘at- 
risk’ list, which is compiled by Historic 
England. 

However, 11 Shropshire sites have 
been removed from the register. 

But there is still plenty to be concerned 
about - scores of building that are slowly, 
but surely, fading away before our eyes. 

Among those added to this year’s list is 
Grade II-listed Trinity Hospital in Clun, 
which was founded in 1607 by Henry 
Howard. 

English Heritage says the building 
complex is in “a very poor condition” and 
some sections have collapsed, with no 
solution to the upkeep yet agreed. 

The Church of St Chad in Shrewsbury 
has also been placed on to the list al¬ 
though church warden, David Tudor says 
the status is a mixed blessing, having 
paved the way for funding applications 
to fix problems with the nave balustrade. 

A grant of £220,000 has been secured 
from the Heritage Lottery Fund. The 
church also has another £80,000 of fund¬ 


ing towards the project, with £40,000 
from the fundraising activities carried 
out by the Friends of St Chad’s and an¬ 
other £40,000 from the Listed Places of 
Worship Grant Scheme. 

Mr Tudor said: “I think that the 
prognosis of being on the at-risk regis¬ 
ter is something the Heritage Lottery 
Fund and other trusts take due notice 
of. 

“This is a Grade I-listed building, it is 
clearly very important to the heritage of 
Shrewsbury so placing it on the register 
is something which hopefully gets the 
funding to do the work and secure the 
future of the church for generations.” 

He added: “We are very grateful to 
the Heritage Lottery Fund for the grant 
but also to English Heritage for the in¬ 
spection and putting us on the register. 
Although it sounds dreadful it provides 
a focus on what needs to be done.” 


In south Shropshire the 12th century 
Church of St Mary in Ashford Carbonel, 
Church of St John the Baptist in Nash, 
Church of St Mary in Bitterley, and the 
Church of St Catherine in Tugford have 
ah been place on the list, along with 
the parish church at Boraston and the 
Church of St Michael and All Angels at 
Smethcott. 

In Shrewsbury the Church of the 
Holy Trinity at Minsterley and the 
Church of St Lucia in Upton Magna are 
also deemed to be at risk. 

Wat’s Dyke close to Preeshenlle Lane 
and St Martins Road in Gobowen has 
also been identified as having minor 
localised problems as has the ringwork 
and bailey castle close to Lyndale, 
Westbury. The red castle in Hawk- 
stone Park, Weston under Redcastle 
is described as experiencing significant 
problems, but work to remedy these has 


started. Alberbury Castle and Wattles- 
borough Castle, the latter built in the 
13th century by Sir Robert Corbet, are 
also deemed to be at risk. 

Modified into a comfortable home over 
the centuries, Wattlesborough is a time 
capsule where design features dating to 
the 14th, 16th and 17th centuries can 
still be seen, from the windows to the 
fireplaces. On the register since 1998, 
the ruins have been exposed to the el¬ 
ements and parts of the masonry are 
crumbling away. 

One major Grade I Shropshire build¬ 
ing which has remained on the list for 
a number of years is the Ditherington 
Flaxmill in Shrewsbury. 

The building is still the subject of a 
long-term regeneration project and al¬ 
though efforts have stalled, the Friends 
of the Flaxmill Maltings are set to open 
a visitor centre. Councillor Alan Mosley, 
chairman of the friends group, said: “I 
think it has been on the register ever 
since English Heritage took it over in 
2005. They have done a wonderful job 
of protecting the fabric of the building 
to stop it getting any worse and making 
investment where possible.” Councillor 
Mosley said that the project is one which 
is making progress and will hopefully 
result in the building being safeguarded 
for the future. 

Dr Sarah Lewis, Heritage at Risk 
principal for Historic England in the 
West Midlands, said: “This year’s reg¬ 
ister gives us the most complete sense 
of the state of our region’s heritage yet. 

“It shows that we are making pro¬ 
gress, but also that the challenge is still 
significant. We are committed to work¬ 
ing with local authorities, civic societies 
and everyone who is passionate about 
and values our heritage across England. 
The very things that help make our re¬ 
gion so special are the things most at 
risk. If they’re lost, then a sense of what 
makes the West Midlands special is lost 
too. Together we can safeguard our most 
precious places and buildings for future 
generations.”

The last few days have been 
hugely important for the trans¬ 
port system in mid Wales. Welsh 
Government minister Edwina 
Hart has made two very im¬ 
portant decisions. One was to 
announce that a Newtown By¬ 
pass is to go ahead; and the 
other presages the demise of 
the ‘bonkers’ one-way system in 
Welshpool. 

Both improvements will have a 
wider beneficial impact than the 
towns in which they are located. 
Both are good news for the de¬ 
velopment of business and jobs 
throughout Mid Wales. 

The £56 million Newtown By¬ 
pass has been a pressing issue 
in my in-tray for 40 years. It’s an 
understatement to say it’s been a 
long time coming. 

Phantom 

It was a gestation period of as¬ 
tonishing length, where at times 
it’s seemed as if the pregnancy 
was phantom. But finally, the 
redoubtable Mrs Hart has deliv¬ 
ered, and the diggers will be in 
the ground before Christmas. 
It’s only then that the people of 
Newtown will really believe. 

It’s not just a boost to New¬ 
town. It’s about Llanidloes, 
Caersws and Machynlleth - even 
Aberystwyth. The businesses on 
the Mochdre Estate will be able 
to plan journey times with much 
greater certainty. 

A great many individuals and 
groups have played their part 
in this. In the 1970s, there was 
the late, great Peter Garbett-Ed- 
wards, who did so much to cre¬ 
ate modern Newtown. 

There was former Welsh Gov¬ 
ernment transport minister, 
leuan Wyn Jones who made the 
first firm commitment to a defi¬ 
nite date in March 2011. 

Economic 

There’s been Montgomery¬ 
shire AM Russell George, who 
has doggedly maintained pres¬ 
sure on the Government. And 
there has been Edwina Hart. 
There have been others too. I 
expect us to be driving on the 
new road in 2017. It’s the best 
economic news possible for Mid 
Wales. 

Mrs Hart has also committed 
to carrying out the necessary 
research to scrap most of the 
Welshpool one-way system. 
While personally, I’d scrap all of 
it, returning the ‘Back Road’ to 
two-way will create a second 
east-west through road, and take 
most traffic away from Broad St 
and High St. 

This will correct a huge mis¬ 
take made when the Tesco store 
was built, and that has caused 
great damage to Mid Wales as 
well as Welshpool. The change 
cannot come too soon. 

Now we just need ‘English’ 
transport ministers to show the 
same commitment to Mid Wales 
and build new bypasses at Mid¬ 
dletown and Llanymynech.

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WILL MY DAUGHTER’S GODPARENTS HAVE AUTOMATIC 
RIGHT TO CARE FOR HER IF I DIE? 

Q: I have chosen two close friends as godparents for my 9 month old daughter. Does this mean that the people I have chosen will automatically have the right to care 
for her if I die before she reaches adulthood? 

A: Appointing people as godparents will not entitle them to care for your daughter in the event of your death. The law does not provide godparents with any specific 
rights in terms of caring for their godchildren following the death of the child’s parents. To ensure that your daughter’s godparents are able to care for your daughter 
you will need to appoint them as “testamentary guardians” in a Will. 

The Children Act 1989 introduced the concept of parental responsibility. Your daughter’s guardians would assume parental responsibility immediately in the event that 
you were to die before your daughter reached the age of 18. This would enable them to exercise all of the rights and responsibilities which a parent has over a child. 

It is important to remember that the appointment of testamentary guardians will only take effect if there is no surviving parent with parental responsibility. You have 
not mentioned the circumstances relating to your child’s father. If he also has parental responsibility for your daughter, this will mean that if he survives you he will be 
entitled to take over your daughter’s care, rather than the testamentary guardians you appoint. Ideally, this is something you should discuss and take advice on together 
to ensure that you are both content with what will happen if either of you should pass away before your daughter reaches 18. 

It is also advisable for anyone with young children to make a Will. If you have not made a Will you should consider making an appointment with a solicitor to do so.

Installation of 
traffic lights 
is not always 
a bright idea 

IS it not the case that when traffic lights 
break down the traffic jams seem to dis¬ 
appear? That is hardly news to a growing 
body of international researchers. 

Roundabouts reduce congestion. Kansas 
State University measured traffic flow at 
intersections before and after conversion 
to roundabouts. In each case, installing a 
roundabout led to a 20 per cent reduction 
in delays. 

According to America’s Insurance Insti¬ 
tute for Highway Safety roundabouts se¬ 
cure a 37 per cent fall in overall collisions, 
a 75 per cent drop in injury collisions, a 
90 per cent reduction in fatality collisions 
and a 40 per cent reduction in pedestrian 
collisions. 

By not having cars idling at traffic 
lights, American research highlighted by 
Nevada’s highways departments shows 
roundabouts reduce fuel consumption by 
30 per cent and reduce pollution. 

The University of Surrey earlier this 
year reported that because drivers need to 
decelerate and stop at lights and then rev 
their engines again when the lights turn 
green, pollution is 29 times higher than 
during free-flowing traffic conditions. 

Perhaps the Highways Agency and 
Shropshire Council might share evidence 
they have that the proliferation of these 
abominations along the A5 from the Pres¬ 
ton Boats roundabout through the Em- 
strey Island onto the junction with the 
A49 has made our journeys safer, quicker 
and less costly?

County MPs vote 
against tax talks 

ALL of Shropshire’s MPs have voted 
against removing a so-called ‘tampon 
tax’ on women’s sanitary products. 

In a House of Commons vote, a mo¬ 
tion to open negotiations with the Eu¬ 
ropean Union on the five per cent tax 
on tampons and sanitary products was 
defeated by 305 votes to 287. 

Montomeryshire MP Glyn Davies, 
North Shropshire MP Owen Paterson, 
Shrewsbury and Atcham MP Dan¬ 
iel Kawczynski, Ludlow MP Phillip 
Dunne, Wrekin MP Mark Pritchard 
and Telford MP Lucy Allen all voted 
against the plan. 

The Labour-brought policy had only 
three Conservative MPs vote against 
party whips, along with 213 Labour 
MPs, five DUP MPs, six Liberal Dem¬ 
ocrats, three members of Plaid Cym¬ 
ru,and two SCLP MPs. 

Most SNP MPs also voted in favour, 
as well as Green MP Caroline Lucas 
and Ukip MP Douglas Carswell. 

Campaigners have been calling for 
the tax to be removed from sanitary 
products to be exempt from tax as 
they are not a luxury item.

Rail passengers set to 
face delays frustration

RAIL passengers trying to get 
around the borders region face a 
winter of frustration, with station 
closures and delays expected, 
Network Rail revealed today. 

Passengers who regularly use 
Gobowen or Chirk stations to travel 
to Chester and beyond will be the first 
to see delays, with rail replacement 
buses between Wrexham and Chester 
running from Monday until Friday. 

And buses will also replace the services 
between Wrexham and Rhyl this weekend 
and next weekend. 

Trains are being cancelled as part of a 
scheme to improve journeys between north 
and south Wales, meaning there will be a 
number of works on the lines between Wr¬ 
exham, Chester and Rhyl. 

Engineering work will be taking place 
on the line near Saltney Junction between 
Wrexham and Chester and involves track 
work to increase line-speeds and ‘doubling’ 
the track between Wrexham and Chester 
- between Rossett Junction and Saltney 
Junction. 

Nationally, a £150million programme of 
engineering works was today announced by 
Network Rail affecting networks and lines 
around the country and extending over 
Christmas. 

But Network Rail, which manages rail¬ 
ways infrastructure, said the work was part 
of an upgrade plan “aimed at meeting surg¬ 
ing demand and improving and expanding 
our congested railway network”. 

It insisted its “orange army” of staff 
would be working around the clock to en¬ 
sure the work is completed on time.

Authority's 
£l3m bill 

for county 
roadworks 

MORE than £13 million has been 
spent maintaining Shropshire’s road 
network over the past year, new fig¬ 
ures have revealed. 

Repairs have been carried out on 
roads across the county, while cash 
has also been spent on replacement 
road signs and new road markings. 

Contractors carried out 18,506 
jobs on more than 2,000 roads in the 
Shropshire Council area between Au¬ 
gust 1 last year and July 31, which 
includes road markings and replac¬ 
ing street signs but not street light 
repairs. 

The figures, released under the 
Freedom of Information Act, include 
work on A road, B roads and unclas¬ 
sified routes, but not motorways or 
trunk rods - such as the A5 and A49 
in the south of the county - that are 
the responsibility of Highways Eng¬ 
land. 

Officials at Shirehall were not able 
to put a cost on roadworks alone, but 
said the authority had spent £13.134 
million on highways during the 
2014/15 financial year. 

Steve Brown, Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil’s highways, transport and 
environmental maintenance commis¬ 
sioning manager, said: “The condition 
of Shropshire’s roads is average con¬ 
sidering the network as a whole. 

“But there are concerns about the 
condition of some minor roads, which 
form 3,319km, or 65 per cent, of the 
road network. These minor roads, 
typically consisting of little pavement 
structure, are at most risk of rapid 
deterioration. 

“Investment in these roads is more 
challenging to justify with the other 
demands on more popular routes. 
However these roads remain crucial 
links for our communities.”

Police survey hints at 
local courts shake-up

COURTS should be sitting in new 
venues and at more convenient 
times, it has been claimed. 

Dyfed-Powys Police and Crime Com¬ 
missioner Christopher Salmon said a 
survey of residents in Mid Wales found 
that a majority of people think courts 
should sit outside office hours. 

Mr Salmon said he will consider the 
public’s views - which also include sitting 
in other local buildings rather than tradi¬ 
tional courtrooms - as part of his work with 
the Criminal Justice Board. 

He said: “The public want local justice 
to be more flexible with its locations and 
timings. They want it to be local, accessible 
and in tune with modern lifestyles. 

“This reflects a demand for a return to 
local justice. In years gone by, magistrates 
and courts would have come to the people. 

“Increasingly over recent years people 
have had to travel further to their courts. 

“I will report the public’s thoughts to 
criminal justice board members.” 

The public views came in a survey which 
Mr Salmon ran this summer. More than 
800 people answered a total of around 
10,000 questions on subjects including local 
justice. 

Results suggest a desire for courts to sit 
in community council chambers - 66 per 
cent of those who responded, other com¬ 
munity buildings - 25 per cent, and schools 
- nine per cent.. The Dyfed-Powys public 
would also like to see courts held on eve¬ 
nings and weekends.

TRAIN and bus timetables between 
Shropshire and Mid Wales need to be 
co-ordinated to help people relying on 
public transport. 

Russell George, Montgomeryshire 
AM, said both the Welsh Government 
and Powys County Council need to 
work together to improve the connec¬ 
tion times. 

He said he has written to Edwina 
Hart, the Welsh Government’s minis¬ 
ter for transport and Powys County 
Council to highlight the lack of inte¬ 
grated connections between buses and 
trains. 

Mr George said: “I have been con¬ 
tacted by a number of constituents 
who have reported the lack of inte¬ 
grated connections between buses and 
trains in Mid Wales. 

“The bus from Rhayader to Shrews¬ 
bury via Llanidloes, Caersws and 
Newtown runs every two hours in 
both directions and I have been in¬ 
formed that the bus is very slightly 
but critically out of sync with the 
train connections in both directions. 

“It arrives in Caersws one minute 
before the train is due to leave. For 
the returning train, it leaves Caersws 
four minutes after the train arrives.”

OPEN youth sessions have start¬ 
ed in Oswestry after young peo¬ 
ple in the town asked for “some¬ 
where to go and more to do”. 

Fusion Arts Oswestry has started the 
new sessions at The Centre in Oak Street 
after being successful in its youth commis¬ 
sioning bid to Shropshire Council. 

Sessions are being run from 4pm to 9pm 
Monday to Friday and 10am to 3pm on a 
Saturday, and sessions will run throughout 
school holidays as well as in term time. 

The sessions are free to young people 
aged between 10 and 18, or up to 24 for 
those with a learning disability. 

Shropshire Councillor Vince Hunt, who is 
also chairman of the Oswestry Local Joint 
Committee and on The Centre’s manage¬ 
ment committee, said he was delighted to 
see the sessions starting and said he hopes 
young people in the town will enjoy having 
more to do after school and at weekends. 

He said: “This is in response to young 
people wanting somewhere to go and more 
to do. The provision of our six-day service 
is more than twice that of the previous 
service. Alongside this open session super¬ 
vised by Fusion Arts, The Centre will be 
arranging paid for sessions to be offered in 
the other varied spaces the building has to 
offer. These will be at a minimal charge to 
the young people where possible, and some 
activities may be free. 

“Currently we have interest to provide 
a teen weightlifting class, circuit training, 
yoga, fencing with swords, multi-sport 
non-competitive sessions, BMX and skate 
session, next generation gaming, drama 
classes and a board games club, just to 
name a few.” 


A STUDENT has found the per¬ 
fect location to study in peace away 
from the rowdy university halls of 
residence - by living in a caravan a 
stone’s throw from the sea. 

Tom Moore, from Llansilin, near 
Oswestry, started a degree in coun¬ 
tryside conservation at Aberystwyth 
University in September. 


But instead of joining his fellow 
freshers in halls, the 23-year-old de¬ 
cided he wanted to enjoy the spectac¬ 
ular scenery by living in a caravan 
on a campsite 10 miles away from 
the university. He said: ““I love the 
opportunity to live by the sea in a 
caravan. The sound of the sea and 
the birds is wonderful. Being sur¬ 


rounded by mountains and the sea, 
it’s a perfect environment. 

“My uncle was selling his and said 
why don’t you live in a caravan, it’s 
much cheaper. He’s right, student 
digs also cost more - about £4,000 a 
year, while the caravan costs £2,000 
a year - and I’ve got the caravan as 
an asset as well.” 


Communities 
set to have 
'a big role' 
says chief 

COMMUNITIES will play a bigger 
role than ever before to ensure ser¬ 
vices traditionally run by councils are 
maintained. 

That’s the view of Clive Wright, 
chief executive of Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil, who said that communities would 
have to take on some services to en¬ 
sure the authority can be self suffi¬ 
cient. 

It comes after it was announced 
Shropshire Council would have to cut 
£77 million from its budget over the 
next five years, with an intention to 
become a “commissioning council” 
and to ensure its finances are sustain¬ 
able. 

Council Leader Keith Barrow has 
admitted that services will disappear, 
although those affected have not yet 
been revealed. 

He said that the public would be 
quizzed before the end of the year 
on their council priorities as part of 
a consultation called “the big conver¬ 
sation”. 

Mr Wright said: “At the moment we 
live in a model where it is down to the 
council to provide things, but with the 
money we have in the future it will 
be more about what is important and 
valued by communities and how can 
they contribute to keeping some of 
those things going that we cannot af¬ 
ford to do. 

“That can be play areas, libraries, 
where by involving the community 
you have local ownership, they can 
retain the service locally, it’s not a 
bland service across the council and 
they can do it for a lot less.” 

As part of the move to address cuts 
in funding from the Government, the 
council is expected to release a report 
on a new commissioning structure 
later this year.

Craig Marston, of Ke-design, was 
presented with a commendation award 
by Oswestry and District Civic Society 
for his work designing a three-bedroom 
detached house in Cherry Tree Drive. 

It was the first new-build house to be de¬ 
signed by Ke-design in Oswestry, and it was 
the only new property to be commended at 
the Civic Society’s Building Awards cere¬ 
mony last week.

Mr Marston said he was delighted to re¬ 
ceive the award and hoped it would encour¬ 
age others to “be more imaginative” when 
designing new houses. 

He said: “It’s great to receive praise from 
the Civic Society as they don’t give many 
awards - indeed the society didn’t actually 
present any awards for buildings last year 
because they didn’t feel there was anything 
of significant quality. 

“We have had nothing but praise for the 
house and it shows that if designers are 
willing to consider housing in the modern 
context, people do appreciate it. 


“We held an open house back in May 
when we had about 100 people through 
the door who all praised the contemporary 
look and the simple open-plan layout, ask¬ 
ing why weren’t more new houses designed 
like this.” 

Chairman of the Civic Society, Saffron 
Rainey, said the award judges had been 
impressed with the quality of the building. 

He said: “The society thought the design 
was innovative and of good quality, sitting 
comfortably in its established environment. 

“It is a well-considered, modern house 
on a site in an existing housing estate that 
respects the scale, rooflines and the window 
proportions of its neighbours.”

Police chief hails 
drones benefits 


USING drones to gather 
evidence will help protect 
communities, a police chief 
said today. 

The comments come after 
West Mercia Police revealed 
it will start a six-month trial 
using drone technology in 
January, covering both the 
West Mercia and Warwick¬ 
shire areas. 

West Mercia Police’s tem¬ 
porary assistant chief con¬ 
stable, Nav Malik, said: “We 
believe small, unmanned 
aircraft can bring a number 
of benefits to operational 
policing. Using drones could 
allow the police service to 
expand air operations in a 
cost-effective way, helping 
to further protect communi¬ 
ties from harm. 

“During the trial we will 
use drones in two ways: they 
may be deployed to an inci¬ 
dent as a resource to assist 


or they may be used in a pre¬ 
planned operation. 

“One area we are keen to 
explore is how drones may 
be able to assist officers in 
locating a missing person 
in a rural area. In theory, 
a drone should be able to 
help us search a large area 
quickly using aerial pho¬ 
tography and thermal imag¬ 
ing equipment. This can be 
viewed from the ground to 
direct officers to a location 
faster. We look forward to 
seeing how this could work. 

“Drones can also help us 
gather evidence to support 
a prosecution; for example, 
taking aerial photographs of 
a collision or crime scene.” 

The independent Trust, 
Integrity and Ethics Com¬ 
mittee, which monitors 
both forces, will scrutinise 
the proposed use of drones 
before the trial begins.

Dafydd Llywelyn will represent the party for the post, 
which is currently held by Christopher Salmon.

However the speed in which I 
have recovered and grown can 
only be the result of my Miruji 
journey which has been truly 
impressive. It took a huge effort 
to get myself to my appointment 
and quite honestly I didn’t think 
I’d be able to get through the 
initial interview. In fact, I had a 
panic attack there and then, right 
in front of Alan, the owner, and 
I don’t think either of us thought 
I’d get through the first session. 
But with his patience and my 
determination we settled down 
to talk through my issues. I was 
then settled into the Miruji chair, 
headphones in place and told to 
try and relax. Seriously? I thought. 
15 minutes later Alan returned to 
the room and I was, quite frankly, 
stunned at how much calmer I 
felt. We talked more and agreed 
to start the therapy straight away. 
And I haven’t regretted it one bit. 

There are two parts to my Miruji 
therapy, and as yet I still strug¬ 
gle with the first. The first is the 
beach with broad-spectrum light¬ 
ing. I am still unable to sit in 
peace and quiet and just ‘chill’. 
But I am working up to it. And 


I will definitely be making myself 
use it as the nights draw in and 
the days become duller. I’ve lived 
in Norway and had to deal with 
Seasonal Affective Disorder and 
the benefits of broad-spectrum 
lighting are well recognised there 
and in Alaska. It basically fools 
your brain into believing there’s 
sunshine. As well as that benefit, 
you sit there quietly listening to 
recordings of waves lapping at the 
shore and gazing at a mural of a 
tropical beach - heaven. 

The second part is the Miruji 
chair. A huge contraption with 
built in massage features. It gen¬ 
tly (or not so gently) kneads your 
neck, shoulders back and feet. You 
can opt to recline or sit upright - 
whatever is most comfortable. 
And for 15 to 40 minutes you 
just sit and let it do its work. It 
works on three levels, firstly you 
are forced to sit and do nothing. 
How often do any of us do that? 
That in itself is healthy, just sitting, 
relaxing. Secondly, the tired mus¬ 
cles are kneaded and the knots of 
a weeks worth of stress are loos¬ 
ened and you are left feeling much 
more relaxed. And finally there are 
the recordings played through the 
headphones. All positive mes¬ 
sages, supporting your mental 
well-being. What hit me first and 
deeply was the message about 
problems. Change the word prob¬ 
lem to challenge and suddenly 
you don’t feel overwhelmed with 
issues, there are just new chal¬ 
lenges to be met. Sounds simple? 
It is. But we become entrenched in 
our own negative self talk and De¬ 
pression takes that to a whole new 
level where you feel worthless or 
angry or even just overwhelmed. 
Another message is ‘you are worth 
it’ or ‘you deserve it’ - another 
powerful positive message that has 
transformed my thinking. There’s 
a tape about an eagle who is teach¬ 
ing her fledgling to fly — try, try, try 
again and believe it will happen. 
Again, positive. Somehow these 
messages, spoken calmly whilst 
you are relaxed sink deep inside 
and even though when you get off 
the chair and head home you may 
sometimes wonder what was the 
point, later on in the week you re¬ 
member a snippet of the tape that 
relates to a current issue and you 


realise that you are healing. 

I am a much more positive per¬ 
son now. I recognise that I could 
equate my life before Miruji as a 
hurdle race. Every problem was 
a hurdle that I would sometimes 
jump clean over or sometimes 
knock flat, but I always stopped 
and picked up the hurdle and car¬ 
ried it with me, so I was constantly 
weighed down with failures. Now, 


I see the hurdle, give it my best 
shot and keep on running to the 
next one, knowing that I have 
learned another tactic to help me 
over the next. 

There’s a lot of sense in Miruji 
- common sense. It’s a simple 
concept - we each deserve to 
have peace of mind and body. 
It’s needed and often lacking in 
this fast-pace world we exist in. 


Miruji gives us that. There’s no 
mystery. We willingly pay for car 
services, regular pet check ups, 
private health care, gym member¬ 
ships - surely it isn’t a great leap to 
realise Miruji is worth it for peace 
of mind and body. After all, it’s a 
better deal than a simple massage 
once a month - who has a mas¬ 
seuse that’s a trained counsellor?”

Council moves to 
seal energy deal 

SHROPSHIRE Council has agreed to 
pursue the formation of a partnership 
with an energy supply company to 
help generate additional income. 

Under proposals approved by the 
council’s cabinet the new partnership 
will provide competitively-priced en¬ 
ergy, designed to give “some stability 
to the local energy market and a bet¬ 
ter deal for Shropshire residents”. 

The council says the proposal will 
also help to deliver a range of other 
benefits, including stimulating eco¬ 
nomic development, addressing fuel 
poverty and environmental issues, 
and making savings through energy 
efficiencies. The cabinet has now 
agreed to carry out an open procure¬ 
ment process to identify a licensed 
energy supplier as a potential partner. 

Bidders will be asked to put forward 
their proposed options and delivery 
models for consideration. As well as 
proposals for raising income through 
energy supply, they will also be asked 
to submit other propositions for rais¬ 
ing income.

Top award for town's 
upgraded CCTV system

OSWESTRY’S volunteer-run 
CCTV system has been hailed 
the best special project in the 
UK. 

Oswestry Town Council was also 
runner-up in the best council in Eng¬ 
land and Wales award by the National 
Association of Local Councils (NALC). 

Town mayor Councillor Peter Cherring- 
ton said it was a “remarkable achievement” 
that the town’s authority was recognised. 

The first 11 closed-circuit television cam¬ 
eras was installed with £112,000 funding 
from Oswestry Town Council in 2001. 

The entire system was upgraded last year 
with new cameras and an upgraded control 
room at a cost of £68,000. 

It is staffed entirely by volunteers based 
in Oswestry’s police station, and is recog¬ 
nised as one of the best volunteer-run sys¬ 
tems in Britain. 

Councillor Cherrington added: “Being 
shortlisted reflects the incredible hard 
work, commitment and effort of all coun¬ 
cillors and officers, and shows it has been 
recognised at national level. 

“To be shortlisted is a remarkable 
achievement in itself and our gratitude has 
to go to the town clerk and the staff. 

“I’m extremely delighted that Oswestry 
has been recognised in this way for all the 
hard work of members of staff, particularly 
David Preston, our clerk, who has shown 
through the portfolio he put together for 
the judges just what a proactive council 
this is. We are getting recognition from 
numerous other councils who have come 
to see what we do, and we have been in¬ 
vited to speak to other councils as well, in 
Bridgnorth and Wellington.” Oswestry Town Council clerk David Preston receives the award from Cllr Ken Browse, chairman of NALC 



Parents hit 
with fines 
for absence 

MORE than 2,000 fines have been 
handed to parents in Shropshire over 
the past three years for taking their 
children out of school for unauthor¬ 
ised holidays. 

The figures suggest more families 
are choosing to take a hit in the pocket 
rather than pay for more expensive 
breaks during school holidays. 

A further 175 fines have also been 
issued to parents across the county for 
issues such as poor attendance or tru¬ 
ancy, according to the figures. 

The high number of cases has been 
attributed to changes in legislation. 

Under laws that came into force in 
September 2013, headteachers can¬ 
not authorise absences from lessons 
for term-time holidays and can only 
permit leave in ‘exceptional circum¬ 
stances’. 

In the Shropshire Council area, in 
2012/13 149 parents received fines for 
unauthorised holidays, while 59 fines 
were handed out for truancy or poor 
attendance. 

The following year the number of 
fines issued for unauthorised holidays 
rose to 311 but fell to 48 for truancy 
and poor behaviour. In 2014/15 258 
fines were handed out for holidays 
and 24 for other absences. _ 

Calls for speed 
cut at schools 

NEW 20mph speed limits should be 
brought in on roads outside every 
school in Shropshire in the interests 
of pupils’ safety, it has been claimed. 

Green Party campaigners believe 
there is “overwhelmingly strong” 
evidence that the reduced limit is 
needed. They want Shropshire Coun¬ 
cil to follow the example of Lancashire 
County Council, which has introduced 
a general 20mmph limit on all resi¬ 
dential roads.

LOOKING for a simple-to- 
make recipe that will serve as 
the perfect accompaniment 
to your Christmas turkey?

1.5kg Potatoes, medium sized, 
peeled 

900g parsnips, medium sized, peeled 

2 tbsp plain flour 

1 tbsp fresh thyme, chopped, plus a 
few sprigs 

6-8 tbsp rapeseed oil 

12 shallots, peeled 

200g pancetta, roughly chopped 

6 whole bay leaves 

Sea salt and black pepper 
What to do: 

Preheat oven to 200°C/Gas 6 

Cut any large potatoes in half and 
all of the parsnips in half lengthways, 
then cook the potatoes in boiling, 
salted water until par-boiled. Mean¬ 
while, cook the parsnips in the same 
way in another pan for 4 minutes. 
Drain the potatoes well then return to 
the pan and cover, then shake the pan 
to roughen the edges of the potatoes. 

Drain the parsnips and toss them in 
the flour, chopped thyme and season¬ 
ing. Next, pour the rapeseed oil into a 
large roasting tin and heat in the oven; 
you need around 1cm of oil in the tin. 
Add the potatoes and turn them over 


in the oil. Roast uncovered for 15-20 
minutes, remove the tin from the oven 
and turn the potatoes, and add the 
parsnips and shallots and turn them 
in the oil too. Roast for a further 35-40 
minutes, then turn all of the vegeta¬ 
bles again and add the pancetta. 


Increase the heat to 220°C/Gas 7 for 
a further 15-20 minutes, adding the 
thyme sprigs and bay leaves for the 
final 10. Sprinkle with a little sea salt 
and black pepper.

Attack plan for 'silent killer' 


WITH six out of 10 UK adults suffer¬ 
ing from high cholesterol, it’s time 
we did something about it. 

Here KEELEY BOLGER reveals your 
plan of attack: 

It’s known as the ‘silent killer’ for good rea¬ 
son. 

The symptoms for high cholesterol are hard 
to pinpoint, meaning a heart attack could be 
the first sign something is wrong. And because 
more than half of UK adults have raised levels, 
according to charity Heart UK, this is an enor¬ 
mous health issue. 

If you’re unsure what cholesterol is, it’s a 
waxy, fatty substance, mainly made in the liver 
- but can also be found in certain foods. 

There’s both ‘good’ and ‘bad’ cholesterol. 

The appropriately named ‘good cholesterol’ 

(high density lipoprotein cholesterol, or HDL) 
protects your body by removing excess choles¬ 
terol from your blood to your liver, where it is 
removed from your body. It also supports the 
membranes in cells. 

But high levels of ‘bad cholesterol’, or to give 
it its full name, low-density lipoprotein (LDL), 
can collect in the walls of your blood vessels, 
causing blockages and narrowing your artery 
walls. 

This can put you at greater risk of cardio¬ 
vascular problems, including heart disease and 
stroke. 

HOW CAN I GET TESTED? 

A blood test can measure your levels of good 
and bad cholesterol. 

Your GP might suggest a test if you’re dia¬ 
betic, have high blood pressure, if you’ve had 
heart disease, a stroke, family history of heart 
disease or a cholesterol-related illness (Famil¬ 
ial Hypercholesterolaemia). 

LIFESTYLE A blood test is a simple way of measuring your cholesterol levels Fatty foods such as a fried breakfast can increase the level of harmful cholesterol 



Lifestyle factors play a big part. Smoking, an 
unhealthy diet and a lack of physical activity 
can lead to higher levels of bad cholesterol. 

Experts suggest cutting down on the amount 
of fatty food you eat (so opt for leaner cuts of 
meat, grill rather than fry and limit your bis¬ 
cuit and cake intake), including more fruit and 
veg in your diet, taking regular exercise and 
giving up smoking. 

Your doctor might also suggest taking stat¬ 
ins to lower your cholesterol levels. And it can 


help to know your family’s medical history too. 

DANGER SIGNS 

The problem is that there are no obvious 
symptoms for high cholesterol. 

In some cases, pain on walking can flag up 
high cholesterol as it may be caused by a block¬ 
age to an artery that feeds the big muscles. But 
often, it’s a stroke or heart attack that reveals 
something is awry. 


FOODS 

Add some of these to your daily diet to help 
lower your cholesterol, suggests the cholesterol 
charity Heart UK: 

Soya foods: Naturally low in saturated 
fat, studies show that as little as 15g of soya 
protein a day, found in things like edamame 
beans, tofu and soya milk, can lower your cho¬ 
lesterol by around 6%. 

Nuts: A handful of nuts (30-35g) a day could 


lower your cholesterol by an average of 5%. 

Oats and barley: These grains are rich in 
beta glucan, a form of soluble fibre, which pre¬ 
vents cholesterol from being absorbed in the 
intestines. 

Seeds: These are a natural source of choles¬ 
terol-lowering plant sterols and stanols, which 
are also found in fruits and vegetables, vegeta¬ 
ble oils, nuts and whole grains. 

Fruit and vegetables: Low in saturated fat, 
they’re also a source of cholesterol-lowering 


soluble fibres. Try to eat at least one pulse 
(beans, peas, lentils) each day, as well as 
sweet potato, aubergine, okra, broccoli, apples, 
strawberry and prunes, also rich sources of 
soluble fibre. 

Unsaturated fats: We need to avoid satu¬ 
rated fat where possible, staying below 20g 
per day for women and 30g for men. But it’s 
important to replace it with unsaturated fats, 
which can be found in vegetable, nut and seed 
oils, avocado, oily fish and nuts.

Millions of hedgehogs have been lost since the 50s as their habitats are wiped out 


IT must be said that there are 
some weird and wonderful 
names in the animal kingdom. 

The pink fairy armadillo, the pleas¬ 
ing fungus beetle, the tasselled wob- 
begong, the mustached puffbird, the 
blobfish and the Yeti crab among oth¬ 
ers. 

Despite these rather bizarre names (and 
usually bizarre species to go with them) you 
do nonetheless ‘know what you’re getting’ 
before you see one. 

The hedgehog is one of these but it has 
a sad story to impart, too, and indeed its 
conservation status can be summed up by 
having a think about its very name. These 
iconic animals are so-called for their pe¬ 
culiar foraging habits. Rooting through 
hedges and other undergrowth in search 
of their favourite food, they emit pig-like 
grunts; and there you have it - hedgehog. 

The sad thing is that not many of us have 
the pleasure of hearing a hedgehog these 
days and hedgerows are also becoming a 
thing of the past. 

There has never been a national census 
of hedgehog numbers but several ongo¬ 
ing surveys have collected data on them 
since 1996. Estimates put the population 
of UK hedgehogs at around 30 million in 
the 1950s. Now there are almost certainly 
less than 900,000. A report by the British 
Trust for Ornithology commissioned by the 
People’s Trust for Endangered Species and 
the British Hedgehog Preservation Society 
estimates that a quarter of the population 
has been lost in the last ten years. 

The pressures of more intensive farming

practices and the loss of grasslands and 
hedgerows have all attributed to the decline, 
as have the tens of thousands of hedgehogs 
killed each year on Britain’s roads. 

New roads and building projects also 
carve up suitable habitats, leaving popula¬ 
tions isolated and vulnerable to extinction. 
Badgers are a natural predator of hedge¬ 
hogs and hedgehogs actively avoid sites 
where badgers are present in high numbers. 

Badgers are not a problem when the 
habitat provides sufficient cover and good 
foraging opportunities. However, when our 
species disrupts the natural environment, 
it often means there is a loss of safe refuges 
and loss of prey. That brings badgers and 
hedgehogs into conflict. 

It’s a great shame because the hedgehog 
is a wonderful animal, with fascinating bi¬ 
ology. Their spines are modified hairs which 
last about a year then drop out and are re¬ 
placed. Although they are known to carry 
fleas, they have a specific species that live 
off them (known as archaepsylla erinacei) 
and it rarely bites humans. 

During the mating season the male cir¬ 
cles the female, sometimes for hours, to per¬ 
suade her to mate. After birth the young are 
soft-spined. They will be protected by their 
mother for around six weeks. Among the 
predators females must guard against dur¬ 
ing this period are other male hedgehogs, 


which will sometimes prey upon the young 
of their species. Hedgehog mothers have 
also been known to eat their young if the 
nest is disturbed, though they sometimes 
simply move them to a new nest. 

At this time of the year hedgehogs are 
building their nests, not for birth but for 
their form of hibernation. It’s not true 


hibernation as they are able to wake and 
feed if conditions allow, but as we all 
know, their favourite places include piles 
of leaves and branches. Differentiating this 
from a soon-to-be-lit bonfire is impossible 
for a hedgehog and so that’s what we all 
need to do for them this bonfire night.

New figures 
reveal increase 
in violent crime 

RECORDED crime in the West Mercia Police area has in¬ 
creased by 12 per cent over the past year, with sex offences 
and violent crimes showing the biggest increase. 

New figures from the force, which covers Shropshire, 
show that sex offences increased by 73 per cent in the 12 
months up until June, while violent crime causing injury 
was up by 37 per cent. Violent crime where there was no 
injury rose by 76 per cent. 

But drug offences, commercial burglaries and car crimes 
all showed falls. 

West Mercia’s overall increase in crime was three times 
the national average of four per cent, and was the highest 
in the West Midlands. 

According to the figures, a total of 64,718 offences were 
committed during the year to June, with 17,256 offences 
involving offences of violence against the public. There 
were 2,333 sex offences committed over the same period 
and 7,370 burglaries. 

The figures do not include fraud, which is dealt with on 
a national basis. 

West Mercia Police and Crime Commissioner Bill Long- 
more said the increase in recorded crime was down to a 
number of factors, including new recording practices. 

He said both his office and the force had actively encour¬ 
aged more people to come forward and report crime. 

“A very significant number of victims have come forward 
relating to historical cases of sex abuse,” he said. 

“Within that context, any increase in reported crime is a 
positive thing because it shows that people have confidence 
in the police and that they feel confident to come forward 
and seek help. 

“I don’t wish to get embroiled in party politics, and it is 
true that officers are facing more complex types of crime 
these days. 

“An important commitment I made during my term as 
PCC was that the number of officers will never be reduced 
any further in West Mercia. In fact the number of officers 
in West Mercia has increased by about 50 in the last year, 
bucking the national trend.” 

Mr Longmore said he anticipated that the Government 
would ask for the police to make more savings in years to 
come. 

West Mercia Police spokesman Kieren Bodill said the in¬ 
crease in violent crime was primarily a reflection of changes 
made to the way offences were recorded.

Sky’s the limit for 
PCP programmes 


THE Manchester derby may have ended up be¬ 
ing a somewhat forgettable no-score draw - but it 
brought an experience to remember for one Shrop¬ 
shire firm after Sky Sports cameras came to town. 

Precision Colour Printing (PCP) produces match pro¬ 
grammes for a number of football clubs from across the 
country under a tie-up with publishing group Trinity Mir¬ 
ror, and has done the same throughout this year’s Rugby 
World Cup - with the programme for the final also due to be 
printed in Telford last week. 

And Sky Sports News sent cameras to the company’s Halesfield 
headquarters in Telford to watch the souvenir edition of Manchester 
United’s programme rolling off the production line ahead the recent 
clash with rivals Manchester City. 

“It was an exciting experience having Sky Sports visit PCP and 
certainly a new experience for us all,” said marketing manager 
Emma Ball. 

“It was a great opportunity to show Sky Sports around PCP so 
they could understand the printing process behind producing such 
a high profile publication.” 

The Old Trafford club asked supporters to come up with a design 
for the match day programme to mark the 170th Manchester derby, 
with Harri Lyons from Colwyn Bay in North Wales eventually com¬ 
ing up with the winning image. 

A sister company of the Shropshire Star within the MNA Group, 
PCP prints a number of magazines, and employs around 230 people. 

Sales director Mark Jones was the man tasked with facing the 
cameras - although given the programmes are usually printed in a 
tiny two or three-day window, he admitted being used to stressful 
experiences. 

He said: “The programmes are incredibly demanding. 

“They are sent on a Wednesday, when we print the bulk, with 
maybe one page left for early on Friday, and they are sent the day 
before the game as they go to distribution outlets.” 

The clubs using the service tend to rotate depending on the pres¬ 
ent contract, with Wolves and Manchester United among the cur¬ 
rent programmes printed at Telford. 

Aston Villa and Newcastle United are among the other clubs to 
have previously used the Halesfield printer. 

Mr Jones added: “Unfortunately, we haven’t had the big one yet 
- Bristol City. 

“I remember the days when they had the letters around the edge 
of the ground telling you the results, but obviously everybody has a 
mobile phone now. 

“People do like the programmes. They like to keep them as some¬ 
thing to look back on, and they’re a printed product that will carry 
on for a long time yet.”

WORK by some of the world’s best known 
artists have been adapted to front a stair¬ 
case maker’s new promotional campaign. 

Pear Stairs - which makes staircases in Welsh¬ 
pool - has decked out three of its lorries with its 
own twist on works by the likes of Vermeer, Escher 
and Hirst. 

The company took inspiration from the famous pieces 
of art and adapted them for their latest promotional drive. 

Company manager Clive McNamee said employee Clare 
Harper, who studied art at Central St Martins in London, 
was tasked with coming up with something eye-catching. 

And she produced three designs which will now trans¬ 
port the firm’s products across the UK. 

Mr McNameee said: “We wanted to produce something 
a little different to what you usually see. 

“The images are about poking gentle fun at the world 
while seriously imprinting Pear Stairs onto the memory

“Clare has done a fantastic job and we are absolutely 
delighted with the end result.” 


Mr McNamee said the company now employs 65 staff 
and operates three shifts covering 24 hours a day, six days 
a week. 

“Clare’s brief was to do anything you want as long as 
it is amazing and she has certainly done that,” he added. 

“The concept was to pique the curiosity of the viewer by 
making the images both blatantly obvious and cunningly 
obscure. 

“Although there are pears and stairs covering large 
parts of the huge canvasses any reference to the company 
name is subtly incorporated within the picture so the 
viewer has to look for it. 

“The idea is to encourage the onlooker to think about 
what they see and will reinforce the inextricable link be¬ 
tween the vibrant images and the Pear Stairs brand.” 

He said Miss Harper couldn’t resist using Vermeer’s 
“Girl with a ‘pear’ earring,” Magritte’s “Son of Man” or 
Hirst’s “A ‘Pear’ Divided” along with Eschers’ “Relativ¬ 
ity” with its never ending impossible staircase. 


Fall in the 
number 
of firms in 
distress 

THE number of companies in Shrop¬ 
shire in the midst of a financial crisis has 
dropped in the last three months, new fig¬ 
ures have revealed. 

Latest figures from the Red Flag survey, issued 
by financial services company Begbies Traynor, 
show that the number of companies in critical 
distress fell from 16 to six between the second 
and third quarters of the year. 

And the proportion facing “significant” problems has 
also fallen, from 1,587 to 1,535. 

At the same point a year ago, nine companies were at 
risk of imminent collapse, the figures show. 

But 1,471 had significant problems, demonstrating 
that not everything is rosy in Shropshire’s business 
landscape. John Kelly, Begbies Traynor’s regional 
managing partner, said the significant distress levels 
showed how businesses need continuing central bank¬ 
ing support if they are to stay off the critical list. 

“Many of these firms are being kept alive by cheap 
credit,” he said. “I have no doubt that a large number 
would find themselves in critical distress in the event 
of an interest rate rise. 

“But for the moment they will continue to exist via 
the lifeline of bank finance without making any re¬ 
tained profit and with little available capital for growth 
plans.” Bars and restaurants have felt an increase in 
significant difficulty over the last year, with a 77 per 
cent rise in the number affected to 83, down from 84 in 
the second quarter. 

The number of travel and tourism businesses with 
money troubles rose by 150 per cent, from eight to 20, 
and the logistics industry also experienced a rise in 
cash worries, up by 71 per cent to 29. 

But the number of financial services businesses in 
distress almost halved, from 30 to 17 over the last year. 

On the critical list, there are five fewer construction 
companies teetering on the brink, with just one now in 
serious trouble. 


Fullwood profits 
grew in run-up 
to takeover 

PROFITS at agricultural equipment manu¬ 
facturer Fullwood widened in the year be¬ 
fore its historic takeover, newly-released 
accounts have revealed. 

Pre-tax profit rose from £1.4 million to £1.5 
million during 2014, despite currency exchange 
rates dragging on the company’s figures and 
sending its revenues into reverse. 

Turnover for the RJ Fullwood and Bland group 
was down from £71.5 million to £71.2 million during 
the same period, with a two per cent increase when 
counted as euros wiped out once it was translated into 
sterling. 

The Ellesmere-based company, which makes equip¬ 
ment for the dairy industry, saw sales of its milking 
systems hold firm despite the plunging prices paid to 
dairy farmers during the year. 

But sales of cooling tanks and spare parts, the other 
aspect to the business, grew “substantially” during the 
year thanks to a strong performance in Europe and 
growth in areas not usually associated with dairying. 

At the beginning of August, Fullwood was taken over 
by the Verder Group, a Dutch business which special¬ 
ises in the manufacture of industrial products. 

The new figures show that the takeover took place on 
the back of a successful year for the Shropshire-based 
company, which employed an average of almost 600 
people across the group during 2014. 

It achieved its strong performance in spite of a year 
of extreme change for the dairy industry, in which milk 
prices plummeted, European milk quotas ended, China 
drew back from the market and Russia slapped a ban 
on foreign food imports. 

In a report accompanying the accounts, outgoing 
chairman Richard Lancaster wrote: “Notwithstanding 
the major fluctuations in milk price through the year 
our trading levels held firm and our principal markets 
in Europe broadly held up.”

Tragic tale of boy 
who fell in the well 


The movie blockbuster premiered in Bridgnorth 

FIFTY years ago a blockbuster movie was 
released starring the likes of Trevor How¬ 
ard and Frank Sinatra. 

Von Ryan’s Express was the fictional story of 
a group of prisoners of war who escaped from a 
camp in Italy by capturing a train. 

And for Eric Ridley of Bridgnorth, it was a case of: 
been there, done that. 

Because the movie tale mirrored that of his own 
real-life experience. For he had also escaped from the 
Germans in Italy. And he too had pinched a train. 

First, the movie, which was based on the novel by 
David Westheimer. Allied prisoners escape from an Ital¬ 
ian camp and wrest control of a German train and take 
it through Italy to Switzerland. It is a suspense-filled 
adventure, largely shot on location in Italy, and in the 
ending (spoiler alert, if you’ve not seen it), Sinatra, 
playing Ryan, is killed running after the train, whereas 
in the book he survives. 

While the movie made no pretensions at being based 
on real events, it was not that far removed from the 
experience of Mr Ridley, of Tasley, who was among the 
first to go along and watch it at the Majestic cinema in 
Bridgnorth. 

Mr Ridley, a seed merchant and also Scout Commis¬ 
sioner, was the cinema’s special guest at the opening of 
the film for its week-long run in the town. 

Speaking in advance, he said: “I dare say it will be 
a lot more dramatic than we found it in real life, but I 
shall be interested to see it all the same.” 

In the real-life story, Lance Corporal Eric Ridley, of 
the 108th Royal Horse Artillery, aided by 12 other sol¬ 
diers and an Italian partisan, rode a mountain railway 
to safety and freedom in Switzerland. 

Mr Ridley still had his diaries from the days of the 
escape. “We were captured by Rommel’s troops just out 
of Tobruk,” he said. 

“When the Italians capitulated, 13 of us escaped 
from the camp and headed in the general direction of 
Switzerland. We hijacked a mountain railway engine 
- not as fast as Von Ryan’s Express - and forced the 
driver, much against his wishes, to take us over the 
mountains. A short time later, with the aid of a map 
issued as a soap firm advertisement, we crossed into 
Switzerland at Spruga,” he said. 

It was not to be the end of his troubles. Indeed, a 
whole lot of other troubles began, as it was while he 
was there that he contracted polio, but it was also 
where he met his wife Betty, who nursed him. 

He died on June 26, 1995, aged 76, and his son Mi¬ 
chael, who had been Bridgnorth’s youngest ever mayor, 
died only a few weeks later. 


FOR those Broseley folk who 
could remember the Pritchard 
Memorial Fountain - and there 
will still be a few alive who can - 
the one thing that would always 
be brought to mind was the trag¬ 
ic fate of James Nock. 

If they could not recall his name, 
they would nevertheless be able to tell 
the tale of the little boy who fell in the 
well underneath the memorial and 
drowned. 

The Pritchard Memorial was a Victorian 
Gothic structure which could have been a 
jewel for Broseley, dominating the town 
centre, but ended up more like a curse. 

So far as we can tell, there doesn’t appear 
to have been any fuss when it was demol¬ 
ished in November 1947. It seems to have 
been considered a bit of an eyesore. 

It is easy to believe that the fate of young 
James, who was not yet three and came 
from Hockley Road, will have influenced 
perceptions. Some thought that the acci¬ 
dent had happened in the 1930s, not long 
before the demolition. In fact the tragedy 
had happened many years before, on Au¬ 
gust 28, 1887. 

The little lad, along with his eight-year- 
old brother Charles, and three others, had 
been playing inside the memorial rails, 
throwing stones down the well, when he 
fell in. 

At the inquest held three days later at 
the Hole in the Wall pub, the coroner heard 
from one John Watson, a moulder, that his 
daughter had had a narrow escape from the 
same fate some six weeks before. 

“He knew that the slab had been open 
for nearly 12 months, and the reason he did 
not report this was because he was afraid 
of getting into a bother,” the contemporary 
newspaper report said. The slab presuma¬ 
bly was the well covering. 

“Ann Love said she had had charge of the 
memorial fountain to keep it clean for the 
last 25 years, and received Is. per week. 

“The locks were often broken and taken 
away, especially since last Christmas. The

place was safe when she saw it last, and the 
slab was there just after Christmas.” 

The coroner, a Dr Tailer (sic), did not 
think that there was any person absolutely 
to blame for the accident, but Mr Mason - 
the newspaper report does not say who Mr 
Mason is - considered that those who had 
the management of the place were to blame. 

“After some discussion the jury returned 
a verdict of ‘accidentally drowned,’ and 
added a rider that they considered the man¬ 
agers of the well had been very lax.” 

One person who could recall the me¬ 
morial was the late Dennis Mason, a well 
known local historian from Benthall, who 
knew tragic James’ brothers, Albert and 
Thomas. 

“It was a piece of gross Victoriana, a hor¬ 
rible thing. 

“It was very dirty and people used to con¬ 
gregate around it. It was a scruffy old place. 
It had no virtue at all. It looks much better 
on photographs than it was in real life,” he 
said. 

James’ death was just the latest misfor¬ 
tune for the Pritchard Memorial, which had 
been plagued with bad luck from the start. 

George Pritchard was a local banker and 
former High Sheriff of Shropshire who had 
striven to make clean water available to or¬ 
dinary townsfolk, and the memorial foun¬ 
tain to commemorate him after his death 
in 1861 was intended to benefit the town’s 
poor and supply them with good water. 

But even before work started, which was 
some time around the autumn of 1862, 
there were warnings that it was tapping 
into foul water. 

The warnings proved correct. According 
to British History Online, the iron content 
was so high as to make it undrinkable. 

Today all that remains of the memorial is 
the plinth. There was a proposal in 1999 to 
erect a clock tower on the site, potentially to 
mark the millennium. 

It never happened. 
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How tragic James’ death was reported 


Find the clues that point to location of old photograph 


TAKE a long, hard look at this photo of Mar¬ 
ket Drayton from yesteryear, and see if you 
can work out where it is. 

If you’re having trouble, there are a few clues to 
be had. On the right you can see the pub sign for 
the Royal Oak Inn, and on the left is the sign for 
the Drovers Arms, and the name of the licensee 
there is Roden. 

Still finding it hard? 

The clincher comes if you look into the distance and on 
the left you just get a glimpse of the pillars of the Butter 
Cross. 

Yes, you guessed it (didn’t you?), it’s Cheshire Street - 
but not as you know it, as things have changed radically 
since this photo was taken. 

And we are talking about many years ago, as it may 
well be the oldest existing photo of the town. 



Is this the oldest picture of Market Drayton? 

It was republished in the Newport and Market Drayton 
Advertiser in May 1964 when it was described as showing 
the town “100 years ago” which would of course point to 


an 1864 date, but we’re going to guess that it might be 
even older than that. 

The streets look deserted, but that may well be decep¬ 
tive as the photographer would have used a long exposure 
in those days and unless somebody in the street stayed 
still for a significant time, they would not have been cap¬ 
tured in the image. 

The half timbered Royal Oak dated from 1652, and ac¬ 
cording to local historian Keith Pybus was replaced by a 
new Royal Oak Hotel, the date of which is variously given 
as 1871 or 1877. 

As for the Drovers Arms, a nostalgic article written in 
1934 mentioned it and said “there stands the Bank,” so 
it had obviously disappeared and a bank built on the site 
by that date.

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Stepping up tech game

Audi’s rival to the BMW 3-Series 
and Jaguar’s XE goes on sale 
this month and the company has 
broken with tradition by reveal¬ 
ing the load-carrying Avant at the 
same time. 

The A4 is the most advanced saloon 
I have driven - in fact, it all but drives 
itself with all the latest state-of-the-art 
technologies such as infotainment, 
driver assistance, traffic jam driving 
aids and improved cruise control. 

Scariest of all is a sensor system which 
sees the car drive itself at speeds of up to 
38mph, with the driver able to keep hands 
and feet clear of steering wheel and pedals. 
What you’re supposed to do in that time is 
anybody’s guess but I would advice against 
the make-up brush or laptop. 

This is the ninth generation of the pre¬ 
mium executive saloon, and while you will 
be hard pressed to see the difference out¬ 
wardly, this car really does prove that ap¬ 
pearances can be deceptive. Because this 
is not a facelift, it’s an entirely new model, 
with improvements in performance, space, 
technology and overall performance. 

In fact, everything has changed except 
the name. 

Audi has continued its drive to refine im¬ 
provements and although power is up by 
25 per cent, fuel efficiency is improved by 
an amazing 21 per cent across the entire 


range, aided by the new front-wheel drive 
MLB Evo platform that drops weight by 
120kg, despite adding 21mm in length and 
12mm to wheelbase. 

There’s more badly needed head and 
leg room for rear seat passengers but dis¬ 
appointingly that means no increase in boot 
space on the saloon. Avant does gain 15 li¬ 
tres though. 

Prices start at £25,900 for the 148bhp 1.4 
TFSi petrol version, with the range availa¬ 
ble at launch in three trims: SE, Sport and 
S-Line. Sport adds £950 to the base price 
SE trim, while flagship S-Line goes all out 
with prices from £30,150 to £35,680 for TDi 
Quatrro. 

The changes are obvious inside the cabin 
with a completely redesigned centre console 
and dash. It’s like sitting in a virtual cockpit. 
With the tablet-style MMI display also get¬ 
ting an upgrade along with improvements to 
seats and steering wheel. 

You can also pick your own design fea¬ 
tures when ordering, which will include inte¬ 
rior trim colours and detailed sills and dash 
plus sound systems and LED lights. 

Every spec offers plenty of Audi techno¬ 
logical sophistication with SE models getting 
xenon headlamps with LED daytime running 
lamps, three-zone climate control, cruise 
control, rear parking sensors and smart¬ 
phone interface displaying contacts and 
mapping. 

Sports models get exclusive five-spoke 
alloy wheels and MMI navigation and free 
three months internet connection as well as 
sports seats and steering wheel. 

The business user will be particularly at-

tracted to the 2.0litre TDi with 150PS and 
six-speed manual transmission because it 
delivers combined fuel consumption fig¬ 
ures of 74.3mpg and C02 emission figures 
of a ‘claimed’ 99g/km - even in SE and 
Sport models. 

The TDi also offers best-in-class prices 
from £29,150, a BIK rate of only 17 per 
cent, the lowest VED band rate, the widest 
spread of torque in class, 0-62mph in 8.9 
seconds and a top speed of 130mph. 


Audi’s legendary quality is evident 
everywhere you look and the ride has 
been improved thanks to electromechan¬ 
ical steering and vastly improved suspen¬ 
sion. The A4 is also as quiet to drive as the 
magnificent A8. 

BMW and Jaguar bosses will be keeping 
a keen eye on the A4 as Audi steps up the 
technology game to an even higher level. 
The day will surely arrive when the first 
driverless Audi hits the road.

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F-Type a dream of a drive

Thanks to the Jaguar F-Type 
R Convertible, I’ve just experi¬ 
enced a week of sheer motoring 
pleasure. 

Powered by Jaguar’s amazing 5.0-li- 
tre V8 supercharged engine, the new 
F-Type delivers breathtaking power 
and is as close to the driver’s dream 
as it gets. 

It enjoys crazy, ridiculous, unbelievable 
power - there aren’t enough words really to 
describe the driving sensation of reaching 
0-60mph in 3.9 seconds and a top speed 
of 186mph. 

Little wonder that means best-in-class 
power and torque as well as best power-to- 
weight and torque-to-weight. 

It’s the glorious noise produced when you 
rev the five-litre engine that hits you first. For 
an enthusiast there can be no better sound 
and at the flick of the active sports exhaust 
switch you can even make things louder - 
just for the sheer fun of it. 

So if you want to remain anonymous start 
looking in different showrooms. They won’t 
just see you coming in the F-Type they will 
hear you from miles away thanks to quad 
exhaust pipes. 

The first thing to appreciate once behind 
the wheel is the amount of power you are 
responsible for. The latest model may come 
with an all-wheel-drive system but you still 
have to keep your wits about you to main¬ 
tain straight-line driving once you hit the 
throttle. 


You get a lot more help these days thanks 
to suspension tuning, and torque vectoring 
to keep you on the road, but this is not a car 
for the inexperienced driver. 

Buying a supercar is also going to cost 
you a lot of money and the F-Type is no ex¬ 
ception with a basic price of £97,145. For 
that you get an awful lot though, including 
chrome side power vents, 20in black alloy 
wheels and R-themed leather interior and 
seats. 

There’s a DAB radio and configurable am¬ 
bient lighting, intelligent driving dynamics, 
rear parking help, torque vectoring by brak¬ 
ing with electronic active differential, tyre 
pressure monitoring and steering column 
adjustment with memory function. 

Intelligent 

The wipers are rain sensing and the 
bi-function HID Xenon headlights come with 
intelligent high beam assist. There’s also 
valuable front windscreen heating and pow¬ 
er-assisted steering. 

The cabin is a stunning place to be with an 
eight-inch touch-screen display containing 
all the information you need, flat bottomed 
leather sports steering wheel, stainless-steel 
pedals, carbon seat trim and a pedestrian 
contact sensing system. 

As you would expect there’s a first class 
sat-nav system, SOS assistance call system 
and a superb infotainment package along 
with a 10-speaker surround-sound system 
to keep you entertained even with the roof 
down. 

The test car included another £6,000 
worth of extras including an extended leather

package, illuminated tread plates, a park¬ 
ing pack, visibility pack, blind spot moni¬ 
toring, smart key system, climate control, 
extra speakers and heated seats to push 
the overall price up to £103,715. 

Jaguar claim combined fuel figures 
of 25mpg but you’ll be hard pressed 
to achieve that if you are anything less 


than a careful driver - if you get my drift. 
C02 emissions are also very high at 269g/ 
km. 

The introduction of the all-wheel-drive 
system will make the F-Type a more attrac¬ 
tive option but it remains only an option for 
those with deep pockets. The rest of us 
can only dream.
